hood, his showman’s heart was set pit-

UNA PARK, the pew Ingersoll enter- 

prise at Four Misfe Run, within ten 

minutes of Wasbington, D. C., and 

easily accessible to all railroads en- 

tering the nation’s capital, is a bril- 
liant success The first few weeks have 
proven this. ‘There is every prospect for a con 
tinued succession of the rich attractions and 
bewildering amusements which have already 
placed Washington Luna Park in the forefront, 
and added to the fame of Frederick Ingersoll 
as an amusement manages. 

Frederick H. Treat, one of the best known 
financiers in the country, is president of the 
company. John W. Pittock, secretary and 
treasurer of the Washington, Alexandria and 
Mount Vernon Railway, is treasurer. Mr. In- 
gersoll himself is designer, builder and director 
and assumes general management, and George 
W. Sammis, formerly manager of the Belasco 
Theatre, in Pittsburg, and widely known as a 
theatrical manager, is general manager for 
Mr. Ingersoll. John S. Schreyer is Mr. Inger- 
soH’s personal representative on the ground and 
George E. Gill is resident manager. Henry Ed- 
ward Warner is director of publicity and the 
excursion end is in the hands of William C. Lit- 
tle, while Joseph T. Beymer is advertising 
agent. 

The park is filled with amusements, attrac- 
tions and conveniences. 

The dancing pavilion is a mamoth one, 
with a musical shell for the orchestra, built 
entirely of sheet metal. A charge of five cents 
per couple per danee protects the floors from 
roughs and makes it impossible for one set 
to hold the floor all evening. Oscar Radin and 
his Belasco Theatre Orchestra, from Pittsburg, 
furnish the music. 

The dining pavilion is in the dance buildin 
on the first floor. B. A. Dougherty has cha 
and employs all colored help. His kitchen is 
fitted with the latest cooking, storage and re- 
frigerating appliances, and he has ample ar- 
rangements for banquets and special parties. 

Coming down the line there is a succession of 
amusements of general character. The Laying 
Hen device, in which you hit the hen with a 
ball and see her lay ea hard boiled egg for 
you, is one. The Cat House is a novelty, being 
another throwing game, in which you get a 
chance to knock cats duwn in revenge for their 
night concerts. A hospital with a trained nurse 
and physician in consiant attendance is for 
the free use of patrons. The mutoscope parlors 
have twenty machines und will have forty. In 
the Palace of Illusions and Hall of Mystery 
there are half a dozen good illusions, the chief 
ones being She, The Violet Girl, The Spider 
Girl, Mary, Queen of Scots and The Soldier’s 
Dream. The Japanese Tea Gardens are after 
the usual pattern, with tea and rice cakes to 
serve and the rolling balls to play. A hot roast 
beef grifl is next, and then comes the Egyptian 
Palmists’ booth, with Madame Marcia in 
charge. Among other things, she tells the 
name of her visiter. In the Tours of the World 
the scenes are changed weekly, and some strik- 
automatic rifle range is equipped with a full 
line of guns and novelty targets. The Chateau 
Alphonse is a place full of laughs, with its 
complete outfit of moving floors and surprises. 

Among the big attractions, the $10,000 Circle 
Swing, with a complement of six cars, is 
one of the most popular. It is set on a seven- 
teen foot concrete base, and the cables holding 
the cars were tested to a weight of 48.000 
pounds. The Roller Coaster is a trifle different 
from the average. There are no too sudden 
pitches, which might prove serious to patrons 
of a nervous disposition. but there is plenty of 
gradually increasing speed, and the ride is one 
full of the coolness so essential to the ancient 
and honorable form of thrill.

is somewhat similar to a slot machine throwing 
gum The second the ticket is delivered to the 
purchaser it is not only registered as a sale ip 
the machine, but also in the manager's office 
The box at the door where the taker of 
tickets receives them has a dial which regis 
ters whenever a ticket is deposited An addi- 
tional electric register is set up in the office 
of the manager, which informs him exactly 
when the ticket purchased has been dropped ip 
the box. Collusion between the ticket seller and 
the ticket taker, or between either of these and 
a patron, is impossible. There can be no hold 
ing out or passing back money or tickets, and 
a manager sitting in his office can tell whep 
a ticket is sold and when it is passed into the 
receiving box without leaving his chair 4 
The Checkogram is an English invention. 
When in London, last year, Mr. A. L. Erlanger, 
of Klaw & Erlanger, saw it In operation and 
recognized its great value to American theatres 
and summer resorts. On his return he formed 
a company, composed of his own firm, Mr 
Andrew Freedman, and many other theatrica) 
and financial men, for its manufacture and ex- 
plottation. The machine was put in charge of 
a man, who, besides being a mechanical engi- 
neer, has had years of experience in the various 
box offices, and it was completely remodeled to 
come up to American requirements, and far ex- 
cels, both in simplicity and utility, the orig- 
inal English invention. All who saw the ma- 
chine in operation at the Polo grounds, op 
Tuesday, agreed that it is a wonderful device 
and that it will revolutionize the system of 
selling and taking tickets in theatres and parks 
throughout the country ind result in the saving 
of a large amount of money to managers annu- 
ally. Besides this, it assures, beyond all ques- 
tion, that there can be no underhand business 
in the sale and taking of tickets, such as has 
been discovered from time to time ia past years.

Audiences always seem to 
think you are having a perfectly lovely time 
here on the stage, while you may be tired to 
fleath after a long run, as we are now. I shall 
not go to my home in Cincinnati, or anywhere, 
i for a summer vacation, but shall remain 
New York and study voice, as 
opportunity I’ve had to do so 
my stage career. When I first 
ame east the managers had about as hard a 
time fitting me out with a part, because I’m 
so very small. When [ try to get a hat, for in- 
stance, at the milliners’, what they have in 
stock look like parasols on my head, and it’s 
the same with everything else. I really have 
a dreadful time; but now that the public seem 
to like me ,size and all, I don’t mind so much 
being small. I don’t get credit, either, for be- 
ing nervous; but, candidly. I suffer dreadfully 
from that affliction aul am so neryous in a 
new part that I simply am sick and can barely 
stagger on. But there’s my call, and I must 
co." And with the sweetest smile and dainty 
handshake, while she ssid good-bye and come 
and see me again, she tripped lightly down the 
stairs and ‘‘on,.’’

Replying to the premises 
of the article, F. M. Meyers, owner 
and manager of Canada Frank’s Rail- 
way Shows, says: 

“Noting your article in the issue of 
June 16, will say as a strong voice of 
one manager concerning the proposed 
increase in transportation of one and 
two-car shows in Southwest, that if 
such is the case it is high time for us 
to get together and see what can be 
done to prevent this from passing, for 
you all know well if it does pass that 
it means to bar all one and two-car 
shows out. All managers of such 
shows know as well as I do that we 
can not afford to pay sucharate. The 
rate is now high enough, $15 for one 
car and $25 for two, with the usual 
number of passengers and two-cent 
rate per capita. So I, in answer to 
The Billboard’s information of June 
16, for myself will say I am willing for 
all small show managers to do some- 
thing at once. Call a meeting at some 
convenient city, say Kansas City or 
Omaha, and every one of us should be 
present to have a voice in the matter. 
I am willing for my part to have a 
meeting called at any time and any 
place; for you, Brother Showmen, if 
this passes against us, will have to go 
back to your wagons again or quit the 
business entirely. So you have my 
sentiments, and I am willing to do my 
part at any time at any appointed 
place. Do not let me do all the talk- 
ing. Now let us hear from the rest of 
you at once in regard to this matter.” 


AFTERMATH OF THE McCADDON 
TOUR 


Grenoble, France, June 5, 1906. 
Editor The Billboard. 

Dear Sir:—Once more I am in Grenoble, the 
last stand of the Circus McCaddon upon its 
Continental tour, and though almost a year 
has gone by I have met with many reminders 
of the last days of the show here. On arriv- 
ing at the station I found the White billing 
ear and No. 50, Mr. McCaddon’s private car, 
still standing on the track, the party who pur- 
chased them at a very low figure not having 
found a purchaser for them. He is paying 
trackage at the rate of a dollar per day and 
is becoming somewhat nervous in regard to his 
investment. 

The No. 9 wagon with the side-show tent, 
paintings and accessories, which were bought 


by the owner of the American Bar here, is 
about sold te a party in Portugal who will use 
them for a cineomatograph show, and Harris, 
the bar man, is patting himself on the back 
for being about the only one of the Grenoble 
buyers to unload at a good profit, as he will 
make about 1,500 francs on the deal. Most of 
the other ‘‘wise’’ buyers have been beautifully 
“duped,’’ having on their hands wagons, har- 
ness, seats, etc., for which there is no de- 
mand. Storage is eating up what profits they 
might be able to make. 


Another who did get a good deal was Mr. 
Pinder who purchased the four baby elephants 
at $2,000. Upon my arrival here I found the 
Circus Pinder making a three days’ stand. 
This showman has trained his elephants and 
has an act that equals any of them. The 
little fellows are looking fine and they fairly 
gamboled through their act. Pinder also pur- 
chased the red ticket wagon, for which he 
paid about sixty dollars. The performance is 
an ordinary one, it being an old-time wagon 
show, but in the face of a blowdown they 
turned away five hundred people at every per- 
formance. As his capacity is 3,500 francs, with 
running expenses all included of about 600 
francs he has a pretty fair thing. 

I called up the receiver, Mr. Baret, and 
learned from him that the American Express 
Credit Lyonaise suit had been decided in his 
favor and that if an appeal was not taken he 
would within a few weeks begin to pay off 
the claimants. This is good news for the boys, 


but as so many “pipes” of this kind have 
“smoked out,’’ I don’t think they will take 
much stock in statements of this nature, un- 
til they get the coin in their hands. 

The American Consul, Mr. Nason, is keeping 
a close watch over the whole affair and the 
Americans who have left claims in his hands 
may rest assured that they will receive the 
most to be had when the affair is terminated.

here and didn’t have the price to buy some- 
thing a little stronger, but things do seem

THE TALBOT SHOW 


Talbot's 


Fighting the Flames had many ob- 
Stacles to contend with. To begin with, the 
day prior to its departure from St. Louis 
it encountered a storm that did fully $4,000 
damage. At Joplin, the first town out of St 
Louis, another storm struek the show, and it 
met with the same fate at Sedalia, Kansas 
City, Omaha and Des Moines. At Omaha the 
train was wrecked and four people were se- 
riously injured. Court attachments in nearly 
every city hampered and in some _ instances 
completely stopped the progress of the show 
during its six weeks upon the road. 

In speaking of the show, Frank J. Talbot 
made the following statement: 

“It is true that the show has been a fail- 
ure and a bad one, and it may be attributed 
to several reasons. In the first place, our 
main structure was damaged by cyclone before 
we ever left St. Louis. 

“Secondly, we were confronted with bills 
which we knew nothing about, and were at- 
tached before we had left St. Louis. We were 
a day late in reaching our first town, Joplin, 
and there met another storm, which ruined 
our temporary superstructure. The railroad 
got us in late to Sedalia and we were forced 
to lose a night there. We remained over a 
second night and as a consequence missed two 
nights in Kansas City, the next stop. 

“When we did reach Kansas City we had 
the Wallace Show as a competing attraction, 
and that hurt us, naturally. At St. Joseph 
we were subjected to another attachment, which 
embarrassed and delayed us. 

“Our train was wrecked aS we were en- 
tering Omaha, and four of our men were se- 
riously injured and several others slightly in- 
jured. This put us to great expense. With a 
splendid advance sale in Omaha, we were met 
with a torrent of rain, which ruined our busi- 
ness. At Des Moines we again met a storm, 
and part of our structure was wrecked. 

“Attachments continued to embarrass us, and 
these, together with storms, delays and other 
things, made our tour hopeless. No one could 
have succeeded in the face of such misfor- 
tunes. 

“The Fighting the Flames corporation 
$36,000 capital stock, fully paid. 
expended before we left St. Louis. 
to this capital stock, Frank Tate, president of 
the company; E. W. McConnell, vice-president 
and treasurer, and myself loaned the company 
$17,000. Our St. Louis creditors hold claims 
amounting, I should say, to about $4,000. Sal- 
ary claims, I don’t think, are more than $6,000. 

“The property has been appraised, I have 
been informed, at about $10,000. An assignee 
is now in charge, and the fate of the show 
is up to the creditors. Reorganization is being 
discussed, and I believe that if the right 
sort of an arrangement is made the show can 
zo on the road and can undoubtedly suc- 
ceed. 

“The executive staff of the show, including 
myself, have never received one penny in sal- 
ary since the tour began, and some of us re- 
ceived none since long before the show took 
to the road.”’

UP IN MINNEAPOLIS

posters, representing the pick of the big show- 
men’s posting brigade, will know the reason 
why. There is also some likelihood of a merry 
war with a few skinned noses before the ad- 
vance guard of Ringling Brothers get through 
righting things in Minneapolis. 

The posters arrived forty strong yesterday 
and fairly swarmed 


over the National hotel 
in search of quarters and information respect- 
ing the outrages that have been committed 


against their ‘‘paper.’’ 

It appears that the Ringling posters came to 
town early in the season and put up a lot of 
attractive paper—put it up solidly so that 
would catch the eyes of all who love a good 
circus. They went away, after having done 
their work, and sought new fields and fresh 
billboards. In their absence along came the 
Gentry Brothers’ billposters. who had a sim- 
ilar job on their hands. They literally ‘‘got 
next’? to the Ringling paper, and, In some in- 
stances, it is alleged, covered up some of 
the big, handsome sheets displaying the short- 
skirted lady riding the wild Arab steed and 
standing poised on one toe on the southeast 
corner of the steed’s back. This was too 
much in itself, and then came the Hagenbeck 
people with their printing, and the woes of 
Ringling posters multiplied. The “H 
people, it is sald, started trouble at the Dime 
Museum by covering up the Ringling paper. 
They had permission to put up posters if they 
would not disturb the Gentry and Ringling

soston, Mass., June 17, °06. 

Dear Mike:—We arrived here all 0. K., wet 
and still under a heavy sky and more rain, but 
of coures this is cultured and classical Boston— 
it takes rain, you know, to make things grow; 
perhaps that’s why our business has been simply 
immense. 

In Holyoke, after the storm period had 
passed away, the townfolks turned out in fair 
numbers to a nice matineee and reciprocated 
strengly at night for our honoring them by 
spending Sunday in their midst. Holyoke has 
always been a most appreciative place, and I 
am sure they were glad we came—in fact, the 
owner of the Hamilten Hotel was so pleased 
that he was speechless He was a pretty nice 
chap, even though he did find that a ‘door can 
be ajar.’’
